The Inst twenty years of the life of 
Benedict Arnold wore probably the 
malt unhappy that ever fell to the 
lot of man.

In such scorn and contempt that for 
years he scarcely ventured to appear 
In public. 
Before his treachery he 
stipulated for a fortune in cash and a 
commission as major general in the 
British army. 
He got both and soon spent the 
former In speculation, while the lat­ 
ter did him no good, as no ofllcer in 
the army would serve under him, and, 
although his talents and bravery were 
unquestioned, he remained to the end 
of his days a general without com­ 
mand. even at a time when the British 
government was sorely pressed tot 
officers and men. 
In 1798, during the 
French tvar, when the country wa* 
anxiously gathering all Its resources* 
he applied to the Duke of York for a 
command, but was refused. 
He went home in despair and said) 
to bis wife, “They will not let me find 
a soldier’* death.” 
He never rallied i 
after this blow, and soon after his | 
mind appeared to wander. Ile ordered 
his Continental uniform to be brought 
and put it on, including the sword be 
had worn when in the American serv* 
ie#, and so he died a raving maniac 
in 1801 at his residence In London.

H. E. Huntington Gives Large Dona­ 


tion For That Class. 
Los Angeles, April 27 — H. E. Hunt­ 
ington opened with a gift of 130,000 
to a fund to alleviate the ruined for­ 
tunes of professional men and women 
who lost all In the San Francisco dis­ 
aster. 
In a statement made public by 
Mr. Huntington his gift is in part as 
follows: 
"During my recent visit to 
San Francisco I was struck most forci­ 
bly by the misfortune that accrued to 
professional men by reason of the dis­ 
aster. 
Sturdy laboring men will find 
work at once, and through the assist­ 
ance of relief committees and abun­ 
dant call for labor they will soon be 
on their feet again and in almost as 
good condition as bitore the earth­ 
quake. 
It seemed to me that lawyers, 
doctors and other professional men 
who depend upon libraries for skill 
and clientele for support were the most 
heavily hit, I know personally many 
professional men who lost libraries, 
home, instruments—everything but the 
‘clothes they were wearing. These men 
are not well equipped to do manual la­ 
bor and must take practically a new 
start in professions with little or noth­ 
ing to begin with."
